The Newmarket Civilian De- 
fence committee is planning for a 
night of speakers telling of their 
own actual experiences in A.R.P. 
work and other war adventures. 

It as hoped that some of our 
local lads will be able to attend 
and speak. Of all descriptions 
of real courage coming from the 
motherland the following is out- 
standing. The place is a small 
town in England. 

"At about one a.m. Mrs. T. was 
awakened by the drone of many 
planes. Deciding that they were 
German, she awakened her aunt, 
a lady of 78 years of age. who 
keeps house for her. and took 
her to their shelter under the 
stairs on the ground floor. While 
going downstairs they heard the 
siren and bombs simultaneously. 
Looking out. she saw flares fall- 
ing, then rushed upstairs and 
onto the roof, where incendiary 
bombs were arriving. 

"In the course of the raid she 
smothered and otherwise dealt 
with no fewer than 13 bombs 
over three roofs. To reach the 
other roofs she had to do a lot of 
scrambling over tiles and gutters 
— all this in her night attire — 
and it took many journeys up 
and down the ladder to obtain 
the sand bags. 

"Her lack of fear was amaz- 
ing, particularly when it is 
realized that she was the only 
person in the three buildings 
during the whole of the raid, in 
which there were low-flying, 
machine-gunning planes. 

•Later, on going through the 
»tore, Mrs. T. found the door 
from the store to the yard in 
flames. She promptly dealt with 
this with buckets of water. Then 
she discovered an incendiary 
bomb burning the front store 
door, and kicked it into the 
gutter. 

*Shc did not come through un- 
scathed. While removing a 
bomb with a short shovel, it ex- 
ploded and burnt her fore-arm. 
This was later treated at a hos- 
pital and will require attention 
for a week or two." 

Tnis shows the courage and 
resource of men and women 
under actual fire and also points 
out how little things, like bags 
of sand and buckets of water, 
may save buildings and property. 
Our local C.D.C. have 12 sand- 
boxes constructed to be placed 
at convenient points, where citi- 
zens may obtain sar.d for fire 
purposes. 

We hope to be able to publish 
the locations of these boxes next 
week. The sand will in cold 
weather contain salt to keep it 
from freezing and cannot there- 
fore be used for flowers or 
cement or as pi ay sand for 
children.

CONSUMERS CAN'T COMPLAIN 

The difficulties of those who would interfere 
with laws of supply and demand and fix prices 
and usages are well illustrated by the hog and 
beef situation. We don't say pork and beef 
situation, for it is said that while there are not 
sufficient Canadian hogs to supply Britain's ever 
increasing needs there are plenty of cattle on the 
hoof to supply Canada's beef needs. There are 
plenty of cattle but Mr. Farmer just isn't going 
to sell his cattle until he is satisfied that the price 
is fair in view of the price on the U. S. market. 
The hog shortage, on the other hand, if it is per- 
missible to call Canada's present large hog 
population a "shortage," goes back to prices of 
two years ago, when the fanner became discour- 
aged and either went out of hogs or did not 
increase his hog production as he should have 
done. Unfortunate as the beef shortage is. it can 
be remedied overnight if the price board sees 

the necessity. 

While we think that farmers have a legitimate 
■complaint, Canadian consumers should not com- 
plain, for while they must do without beef to 
some extent, it is because of general policy which 
is intended to protect consumers and which has 
in many other commodities given them effective 
(protection.

The theory of the Ontario Hydro-Electric that 
a lot of people are more important than a few 
people doesn't appeal to the few people. The 
Ontario Hydro-Electric reasons that because there 
are a lot of people in Toronto there must not be 
any breaks in the power supply. It feeds power 
into Toronto from both Niagara and Quebec, and 
it probably provides alternative lines for each 
source of power. Because there are only a few 
thousand people living in Richmond Hill, Aurora, 
Newmarket, Sutton and the surrounding territory, 
frequent breaks in the power supply do not 
matter. If a tree falls on the power lines any- 
where between Willowdale and Sutton, a distance 
of 50 miles, then Sutton must be without power. 
Whenever there is a storm or the threat of a 
storm northern York county suffers these power 
breaks. If the Ontario Hydro-Electric commis- 
sioners lived in Aurora or Newmarket things 
would be different.

of the paper again. Thanks 
very much. I was quite flatter- 
ed to see my letter in print. 

If I had waited a while I would 
have had a better story to tell 
you. Our fire count is now 35. 
We have had more than all the 
other island camps put together. 
Fortunately most of them have 
been easy to get at and so we 
got them encircled before they 
got large. There have* only been 
two fires that got over 100 acres. 

Our largest one, which is 12 
days old now, covers five or six 
Hundred acres. It is very rough 
country and we do not have it 
all surrounded yet, but we have 
had a number of dull days that 
have brought it almost to a 

standstill. 

I'm getting to like B. Cmorc 
all the time, but I suppose the 
worst is yet to come, as they say 
the winters are very damp. It 
gets cold at nights here and I 
now cover myself with three 
woollen blankets. But in the 
daytime it warms up enough that 
I generally work in shorts. We 
do not have any uniforms pro- 
vided and we have to buy our 
clothes out of the 50 cents per 
day, so I do not wear any more 
than I have to. 

Most of the people out here 
seem to come from Ontario or 
England. I've met quite a few 
from Ontario that know people 
that I know and quite accident- 
ally I met a man that used to 
work for my uncle at Pleasant- 
ville over 40 years ago. 

The gang I am ni is spending 
the day in camp. We are taking 
it easy and are resting up a little 
after four strenuous weeks. 
Some of the fellows have been 
on duty seven days a week for a 
month now and for a while we 
were out on 16-hour shifts. 



Night duty was particularly 
hard, as the boys had to work 
by the light of the fire over some 
very rough territory. 

Well, thanks again for the 
papers. I sent them on up to 
Don Crone, Christadelphian of 
Mount Albert, who Is at Hill 60 
camp at Duncan. .

Former A.H.S. Athlete 
Was In Dieppe Paid 

Ben F. Cox. secretary of tho 
York County War Veterans' As- 
sociation, former Aurora and New- 
market icsldcnt now residing In 
Toronto, has received word that 
his eldest son, Lieut. Jack Cox of 
the Royal Regiment, took part In

Aurora. Evidence In the c&si$ had 
been heard by his worship in 
police court on Friday when his 

worship adjourned the case for 
judgment. 

"A conviction for theft is a 
serious matter," continued his wor- 
ship. . "If at any time you are 
brought up on a similar charge, a 
previous conviction would make 
it practically impossible to get any 
leniency. If you will undertake to 
pay the court costs I will throw 
the case out, restitution having 
been made. I feel that you have 
acted on what yon thought was 
your rights." 

Ruling that the taking down of 
a direction sign which the Aurora 
town councU had given the Aurora 
Engineering Co. permission to erect 
on the boulevard in front of his 
home wns "a serious proposition," 
Magistrate W. E. McIIveen advised 
Hugh Bowman, Aurora, that he 
would withhold his decision on the 
case until Tuesday. Mr. Bowman 
pleaded not guilty, in Newmarket 
police court on Friday, to a charge 
of theft. 

Harold I>. McPherson, president 
ot the Aurora Engineering Co., 
testified that his company had 
been given permission by the town 
council to erect three signs In the 
town to direct traffic to the 
company's building and that one 
of these signs had been placed at 
the corner of Metcalfe and Wells 
Sts. on the boulevard In front of 
the defendant's home between July 
10 and 15. The sign, which was 
32 inches by six Inches and cost 
$5, was erected under the super- 
vision of the town foreman. He 
believed the sign was removed on 
or about July IS. 

Reeve Charles Malloy of Aurora 
informed his worship that tbe 
council had given the Aurora 
Engineering Company permission 
to erect these signs and that their 
erection had been supervised by 
the town foreman. , 

"As far us the town of Aurora 
is concerned. Is it satisfied with 
the position in which the sign has 
been erected?" questioned Crown 
Attorney N. U Mathews, K.C. 

The witness replied that it was. 

Cross-examined by I- E. Weldon, 
Toronto, counsel for tho defence, 
ns to why the council, after the 
sign had been taken down, did not 
pass the resolution which was 
brought up at Its meeting, backing 
the Aurora Engineering Co. In the 
replacement of the sign, Mr. 
Malloy said: "All the members 
were in favor of the sign being 
replaced. One little clause they 
did not like, hut nil were In favor 
that it bo put back." 

"In behalf of the town of Aurora, 
I instructed Mr. Anderson <Mr. 
Anderson had been hired by Ihe 
company to paint the signs) 
where to put the signs." testified 
James GouUUng. foreman of the 
town of Aurora. 

Questioned by the crown as to 
the slxo and the location of the. 
signs, the witness replied that they 
met with his approval. 

According to Chief Constable 
Fisher Dunham of Aurora, who 



had Investigated the disappear- 
ance of the sign from In front of 

Mr. Bowman's home, he had 
questioned the defendant, who 
told him that fie had been away 
on two weeks vacation and had 
taken down the sign when he 
returned. 

"He said that he did not know 
that Mr. McPherson had been 
given permission from the town; 
to put it there or he wouldn't have 
taken it down," stated the officer. 
"He said that he put the sign In 
his garage for safekeeping, so> 
that the boys would not spoil It-** 

Mr. Bowman told his worship 
that the sign was 12 Inches by 33 
Inches and had its. arrow pointed 
towards his home. 

"I had no knowledge that the 

sign had been authorized,'' stated 
the defendant. "As I was taking 
it down, a young chap in a car 
hailed me, a Mr. Anderson, and 
told me he put up the sign. I told 
him what I was doing and that I 
was putting it In the garage. I 
went to see Councillor Cook and 
asked him If it was authorized. 
He said that the sign was to bo 
two feet by nine inches.* 

In answer to queries of the 
crown he said that he had been 
on the council for a year. 

"You had from the 19th of July 
to the 7th of August to put back 
the sign, you received a letter 
from the council telling you to 
put It back and also one from the 
Aurora Engineering Co. and you 
did not comply?" asked the crown. 

Mr. Bowman admitted that he 
bad received these letters but that 

he had mis-Interpreted the letter 
from the council. He read It as 
meaning that he should replace 
the sign or appear before the 
council. As for the letter from the 
company. In which he was advised 
to replace the sign or have a 
charge laid against him, he said 
that he was waiting until he would 
see what the council was going to 
do. He replaced the sign at about 
the same time that the charge had 
been laid. 

"I don't see how you could mis- 
interpret the letter.* said hi* 
worship. "You were just bound 
that that sign was not going 1 to* 
be put there. The first thing the 
letter says Is that the sign must 
be put back at once, and In the 
same place as before and if you 
have any objection you should 
appeur before the council." 

"This man had no right to the 
boulevard In front of his home. It 
is not his. It belongs to the town," 
continued Magistrate Mcllvcen. 
"He hnd just usurped that right. 
Here Is n man who was a member 
of tho town council ana n business 
man. He should know better." 

In behalf of the defendant, Mr. 
Weldon argued that Mr. Bowman 
hnd not commuted theft when he 
had taken down the sign and 
placed it In his garage. 

*He tells the fellow who put It up 
that it Is in the garacc for safe- 
keeping," stated Mr. Weldon. *T 
don't say that he could not be 
sued civilly but I submit that he 
did not commit a criminal offence.'* 

•The sign did not belong to him 
and wns not on his property," 
argued tho crown. "He had no 
right to take It down. He admits? 
that he learned that evening that 
the company had a right to put 
It there. Ho had It a long time. I 
submit that he committed tho 
offeno* of theft."

We will be taking on an addl* 
tional 20 or 30 employees In the

Toronto engineer, 
to .study tho question. The near- 
est sewer. It was thought, would 
be at Edward and Connnught Sts. 
and tho council was not certain 
whether or not a connection there 
would bo feasible. 

"We have several other prob- 
lems to consult tho engineer 
about," said Mayor Frank Under- 
bill. "It may bo we shall have to 
consider disconnecting the storm 
sewers from tho present system 
and allow the rain water to run 
into the crook. As it is. the 
present system is overcrowded 
when heavy rains occur." 

Mr. MncPherson told the council 
that a representative of Wartime 
Housing Wd. had been in Aurora 
over tho weekend for an Informal 
chat with tho firm and there 
scorned a possibility that new 
houses might bo hull! under a 
government plan for the firm's 
employees. 

"We had a reptcsontntive here 
before but at that time he did not 
think that there was sufficient 
war work In the municipality to 
warrant such a scheme." said tho 
mayor. 

"That Is correct, hut we have 
taken on many other contracts 
for parts wo had not originally 
Intended to manufacture," said 
Mr. MncPherson. "Wo may be ablo 
to work out something satisfactory 

by spring." 

Councillor A. A. Cook made a 
verbal report on the water situa- 
tion and told the council that there 
was some difficulty obtaining new 
pumps, but that tho water situa- 
tion had not become aerious at 
any time and that there ba*l he*n 



* plenty. 

"We had quite a bit of rain thl» 
your," said Councillor A. N. 
Fisher. "Another year might be 
different." 

"Tho rain water does not go 
Into our water supply, It Is all 
artesian." said Mr. Cook. "It 
doert help the pressure, however," 

"Now Is the llmo to plan for 
mare water* we must not delay 
longer," said tho mayor. 

"Why not sink some more wclla 
right nwny," said Reeve C. A. 
Mn Hoy. "The committee has been 
empowered to spend up to $1,500.* 

Tho council referred to the pro- 
perly committee the question of 
renting Mechanics' hall to the 
Aurora fire brigade. Fire Chief 
Harry Jones appeared on behalf of 
tho brigade. The council author- 
ised the payment of $20 for ex- 
penses Incurred In sending Capt. 
Stewart Patrick and Lieut. Jack 
Browning of the brigade to tho 
fire chiefs* convention at Kitchen- 
er. 

When tho council was In session 
the lights went out nnd were off 
for nearly an hour, but Chief 
Jones came to the rescue with a 
battery-run spotlight from tbo 

fire truck. 

A letter was received from the* 
Ontario Hydro-Electric commis- 
sion advising tho council that no 
person could be given power In 
excess of 25 horsepower without 
first having the approval of thn 
commission and the dominion 
power controller. 

Relief figures showed a total 
expenditure for the month of 
August or $42.33. with only three 
persons on relief. The three 
recipients are all women. Within 
a fow years nil will be on old nge 
pensions.
